Chief Faaumu stated he was invited to the White House to attend a presentation given 
by the Task Force that was enacted by the President to look at 21st Century policing, right 
after the incident in Ferguson and other incidents that occurred nation-wide.  The 
presentation identified areas that would help the police department(s) and also the 
communities nationwide.  One area that was stressed most was the relationship between 
the police department and the community.  He stated it was an excellent presentation 
and it was an honor to be invited to a briefing at the White House along with other law 
enforcements.
